The Graduate School, established in 1892 by the Faculties 
of Adelbert College and the College for Women; de- 
signed to offer to college graduates courses leading to 
the degrees of A. M and Ph. D. 


The Medical School—formerly known as the Cleveland 
Medical College—founded in 1843, offers a course of 
four years in medicine. 


The Law School, established in 1892; offers a course of 
study covering three years. 


The Dental School, established in 1892; offers a course in 
dentistry covering three years. 


The Library School, established in 1904; offers a course 
of one year. 


The School of Pharmacy, established in 1882 as the Cleve- 
land School of Pharmacy, became a part of Western 
Reserve University in 1908; offers two and three year 
courses. 


By agreement between Case School of Applied Science and 
Adelbert College, students may graduate from both 
in five years. The first three years are taken in Adel- 
bert College, followed by two years in Case School, 
at the end of which time the student may graduate 
with degrees from both institutions.

teen warriors into the season to have a victorious time of it, 

and victorious it has been. The regular eleven and the two 
subs pulling and shoving in every contest, and keeping the team work 
strong by daily practice, and weekly blackboard talks pulled through 
without a defeat and with only one or two tie games. When the re- 
cruits began to arrive on the campus in September, Logee’s squad was 
ready with an instruction book drawn up by WIEGMAN during the 
summer. Three hundred and fifty copies were soon the only text 
book used in the college. Besides this, the eleven and two piloted 
the unsophisticated to rooming houses, or gave them directions 
from headquarters at Eldred. Incidentally the nickels and dimes 
began to roll into the coffers from the side attraction where the 
green covered table kept HOLLY busy collecting. At the same 
time PFAU and his scrubs came out in force to sell season tickets 
at a dollar and over apiece, many being touched up for more than 
the single silver coin. WIEGMAN also busied himself with his 
red and white-folder announcing Bible Study courses and the foot- 
ball schedule. Eighty men joined his following and were turned 
over to leaders for training in the rudiments of the game. @ The 
first Friday evening gave KING a chance to show the green ones 
what a real time was. Ginger ale and doughnuts were in order, as 
NOONE was in training yet. Eldred was crowded. When foot- 
ball rallies came in earnest, KAGY came to KING'S relief. Socials 
and rallies were followed by parties and spreads, until the whole 
college had partaken of entertainment at the hands of the Y. M. C. A. 
and its team. @ Every Friday evening SCHAFER had a turn at 
the main role in the games. The attendance was the largest in 
years, varying from sixty to a dozen, but all had a good time, and 
most of them came again. Some good talkers came out to visit us, 
among the notables being BREWER EDDY, and ROBERT E. 
LEWIS. @ PEASE starred by supplying other teams outside the 
college with coaches and helpers. By the first of January, thirty-five 
of the Y. M. C. A. members were in his outside relief corps, and 
all having the time of their lives. With the second semester 
HEINMILLER offered instruction in another branch of the game, 
and not a few noble athletes took up the study of the manners and 
customs of the players in the big game in foreign lands. Q As for 
FULLER, he had little to do. He superintended the book exchange 
division, the dirty clothes department, the green-covered-table an- 
nex, McCAMANT’S “Spa”, the literature-for-everybody room, and 
a few other minor matters, while gathering pictures and pennants 
for decorating Eldred Hall, the gymnasium of the masses. COR- 
LETTE took care of the gate receipts and FORBES wrote in the 
book of records. HOLLY, he sat in the office, and made himself 
generally useful, occasionally doing a little coaching on the squad. 
@ Then there was the grand contest with veers else. But the 
next page must tell that story.

@ General George Forbes and his cohort of “Whites” did it, and 
the “Reds” treated them to a feed and entertainment for it, too. 
Now there are only seven (7) in college who have not joined 
LOGEE and COMPANY’S Y. M. C. A. army. Fuller suggested 
it, and helped plan the victorious campaign. All those already 
signed up went after the rest in two divisions, dividing up the col- 
lege colors between them. The Whites soon ran out of common 
material to conquer and GENERAL FORBES led his hosts upon 
the faculty. They succumbed in large numbers, but the victory 
was won without their help. In fact GENERAL “PRIM” SMITH 
was outnumbered after the first few skirmishes. He died with his 
boots on, however, only giving in an hour after the battle closed. 
His men wore their red banners for weeks after all was lost, ex- 
cept the enjoyment of the feed they themselves provided. GEN- 
ERAL FORBES had as his assistants an able body guard and 
CAPTAINS CLARK. HANDERSON, TAGE, and FULLER,— 
all officers of note. GENERAL SMITH had as many in his staff, 
and his captains were CORLETTE, ELDEN, KAGY, and BAR-

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“A DIP IN THE FUTURE” 


It was on the night of February 2nd, 1935. The fine Gym- 
nasium of Western Reserve University was ablaze with lights. 
From the windows of the 14th floor issued volumes of noise; air- 
ship horns, electric buzzers and all manner of noise-making devices 
were being used to their utmost capacity. Every now and then 
an O-Sketlioi, given by a thousand throats would boom forth with 
a reverberance that would shake the passing aeroplanes, then 
would follow the battle cry of our opponents across the way. Fif- 
teen hundred husky sons of Case School of Applied Science were 
there to see Reserve trodden under foot. @ But why this fearful 
noise and excitement. It was not always thus. Back in the good 
old days of 1910, our teams lined up to do battle on the Case 
Athletic Field. “An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth,’ was 
the war cry. “Kill him,” “Smother him,” “Knock his head off,”— 
these were the disgraceful phrases hurled from the bleachers. Ah! 
but what a change! No more would 
our boys participate in this rough pas- 
time, termed ‘Football,’ no more would 
our heroes limp from the field with ribs 
broken and eyes blackened,—not so. 
q “Ping-Pong,” the game of gentleness 
: and skill was setting the millions of 
(aay. our country wild with excitement. It 
Lo yg was the greatest collegiate game of the 
last decade. Ever since 1927, the fatal 
year when over 300 young lives were 
blotted out by the rougher game of 
Football, Ping-Pong was fast rising to 
popularity, until now, the ordinary col- 
lege man would rather witness a game 
of Ping-Pong than go over to Europe 
or up to the North Pole in his father’s 
aeroplane. It was a clean, wholesome 
sport, a sport that required wonderful 
agility and quick thought as well as two 
arms and two legs. It was a game in 
which there was very little possibility 
of slugging, kicking, or biting, and as 
yet there had been no deaths and very 
few injuries resulting. The worst in- 
jury occurred in 1932, during the great 
Yale-Harvard battle. Albert Coy of 
Yale, nephew of the famous Ted Coy, 
slipped and fell in going after a “high- 
et 4 ball’ to one side of the table, and as 
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result, skinned his left elbow and a loss of blood followed. After 
this the University of Pennsylvania and Cornell University both 
put the ban on the game, but after two years of restraint, they 
decided to again take it up, and this year they were well repre- 
sented by two of the finest players in the country. @ On the night 
of February 2nd, Case and Reserve would do battle to decide the 
championship of the Middle Western States. Neither school had lost 
a game, and as a result, excitement was at a high pitch. The 
great Ping-Pong Auditorium of Reserve’s new Gymnasium would 
be filled to its capacity. The entire fourteenth and fifteenth 
floors were built especially for seating three thousand people, 
who could view the Great National Game without straining their 
necks to do it. At 7:30 the Air-ship Garage, above Eldred Hall 
was filled, and the late comers were anchoring their ships almost 
anywhere above the Campus. A few of the poverty stricken 


came in their automobiles, and instead of entering the Auditorium 
from the roof they, had to go up in the elevators. The sight 
which greeted one as he entered the Auditorium was wonderful 
to see. The whole left section, floor and balcony, was filled with 
Reserve rooters, while on the opposite side were the Case men, 
slightly outnumbering us. Among our Alumni present were Tom 
Sidlo, ’09, Mayor of our flourishing city. With him sat his wife 
and little daughter Mary. (Mary is a pretty child.) Just above 
him sat a group of old Grads. from the Class of 1911. There 
were Mr. Charles Weston Partridge, with his five manly sons; 
to his right were O. R. Watterson, the once famous prize fighter, 
L. L. Logee, Sporting Editor of the “Berea Bugle,” and Rev. 
Chas. L. Alexander of the Fourteenth Congregational Church. 
Directly in front of the Reserve rooters was the lord high vocifera- 
tor. He was a tall, light-haired youth belonging to the class of 
1936. He led the yells with a snap and vim that stamped him as 
a true college man. In the center of the large Auditorium was the 
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official Ping-Pong table. It was two yards wide by four yards 
long, and was of ebony. The net was stretched across it, and 
everything was ready for the great game. At 7:55 the door at 
the south end of the Auditorium opened and out came the Reserve 
representative, Edgar Tyler, Jr. At the sight of him, the Reserve 
Section rose as one man and cheered for two minutes. He bowed 
gracefully and walked toward the table with a spring distinctive 
of the strong type of American Ping-Pong Athlete. Closely 
wrapped about him was his Varsity bath robe, a flaming red with 
a large R running all the way down it. Tyler, Jr. was built some- 
what like his father, Tip, tall, graceful and strong,—every inch 
of him muscle. Though not possessing the weight of his father, 
young Tyler was faster and more supple. He had all the nerve 
of the old football hero, and would give it all for his college. 
Would he not need it this very night? Yea, verily. At precisely 
8 o’clock the Case player entered the North door and was greeted 
with even a greater roar than was our Tyler. This man was 
built on the order of the ancient football hero. He was slow and 
deliberate, and did not seem to have any real Ping-Pong actions, 
but notwithstanding, he had gone through an entire season with- 
out being defeated. The Championship would go to the school 
winning two out of three sets, and each man had determined to 
do that deed. Five minutes were given to the combatants for 
limbering up and trying a few practice strokes. From all ap- 
pearances, Tyler seemed to be a born Ping-Pongist, while his 
opponent, Jackson, did not show great form in the preliminary 
work. At 8:10 the Umpire strode to the center of the floor and 
made an announcement. @ ‘Ladies and gentlemen,” he said, “‘to- 
night we are assembled to witness the game which is to decide the 
championship of the Middle West. Western Reserve University 
is represented by Edgar Tyler, Jr.; Case School of Applied Sci- 
ence by Earle Fitzroy Jackson. According to the rules of the 
game, the audience must maintain perfect order and decorum, lest 
the combatant become flustered, and perhaps miss a stroke. All 
yelling, singing and playing of the bands will kindly be postponed 
until the intermission.” @ Applause followed and then all became 
deathly still for the players were preparing for the fatiguing strug- 
gle.
